Wm. F. Brink, a former pioneer 
citizen of Grayling, passed away at 
the home of his son Rolla at. 305 
North Dean street, Bay City Feb- 
urary 2nd. His remains were brot 
to Grayling for burial Saturday after. 


jnoon, interment being beside those of 


his wife in Elmwood cemetery: He 
had recently been stricken by  pa- 
ralysis, after which he gradually 
weakened. He was in his 83rd year. 


William F, Brink was born in New 
Jersey, June 18th, 1845. He came to 
Grayling with his family in the year 
His first act was purchase 
some land on the South Side where 
he built a fine home, and which still 
stands, It is across from the FYoor- 
ing factory, the first one east of that 
occupied by Al Roberts and family. 
Here the parents lived and the two 
sons, Arthur and Rolla, grew to man- 
hood. At this time there were but 
two homes on the South Side. One 
was occupied by Dr. and Mrs. Oscar 
Palmer and the other by Mr. and Mrs. 
Adelbert. Taylor and family. 

Mr. Brink was engaged as an en- 
gineer in the planing mill, and in the 
winter worked in the lumber camps. 
He also invested in real estate 
and established three subdivisions— 
Brink’s Ist and 2nd additions and 
Brink's Park. For sometime Mr. 
Brink operated a dray line which he 
discontinued‘ at the time of Mrs. 
Brink’s death, July 28, 1920, 

He was united in marriage to Miss 
Martha M. Brown at. Huntera Creek, 
Lapeer county, Mich., December 28th, 
1869. Together they lived happy and 
charming Christian lives. For sev- 
eral years past Mr. Brink made his 
home with his son Rolla and wife at 
Bay City. In spite of his advanced 
age, Mr, Brink was an active and 
energetic man and was: keen in mind 
right up to the time of. his death. 

He.is survived by his son Rolla of 
Bay City and Arthur ‘of Everett, 
Washington. 

Funeral services were held at the 
home of his son Rolla in Bay City 
Friday forenoon, and a short servicé 
at’ the. grave was conducted by Rev.

planted last.year were brook, brown 
and rainbow trout. . 1,100,000 were 
large and smali mouth: "black _ bass. 
93,634,935 were perch. Approximate- 
ly, 1 000, 800 were blue gills. 

Other plantings _ were as follows: 
Lake trout, 3,500,000; Whitefish, 20,- 
000,000; Wall-eyed pike. 58,5000,000; - 
Herring, 7,000:000; Grayling, 731,000; 
Calico bass, 10 000. 

The ‘chief function: of: the :Division 
of Fisheries corisist of maintaining 
satisfactory. fishing conditions in 
Michigan Jake and streams, This in-.

The Department. does not contem- 
plate. introducing additional species 
of fish foreign to. Michigan, but is 
concentrating all efforts in hatcheries 
on species that are well adapted for 
Michigan waters. The Department is 
cooperating closely with the” Federal 
Bureau of Fisheries to improve con- 
ditions surrounding the collection and 
incubation of ‘commercial species, 
‘particularly lake trout, . white fish, 
herring and wall-eyed pike.
